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1 . The reply filed on 9/27/2006 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): 

2. Section 6 of the previous Office action mailed 6/27/2006 includes a typographical 
error. Said section 6 indicates that the Walker patent number is 5,794,207 however 
according to the PTO-892 attached to said Office action the actual patent number for 
the Walker Patent was supposed to be 6,240,396. The Walker patent number 
5,794,207 does not appear to have ever been properly made of record via a PTO-892 
or applicant IDS. 

3. Regardless of whether the Walker patent 5,794,207 was ever properly entered 
into the record, applicant's response was directed towards said Walker patent
